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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has not filed proper terminal disclaimers 
to obviate the double patenting rejections. Applicant attempted to obviate the double patenting rejections by filing terminal disclaimers on 
17 December 2009 over the cited patents: 6217589, 6402761, and 6814740. However, these disclaimers incorrectly identified the present 
application. Applicant then requested withdrawal of the disclaimers for reasons not of record. Inasmuch as the disclaimers were not 
entered due to the incorrect identification of the application, a petition is not deemed to be necessary and the disclaimers have not been 
officially entered. However, Applicant's arguments fail to show a nonobvious difference between the claims of the cited patents and 
copending application and the present application. Applicant emphasizes that the present claims require cold-working in alleged 
contradistinction to the claims of the cited documents. However, the claims set forth the same material but simply use different terminology. 
For example, claim 1 of patent 621 7589 recites that a basket is "preformed" from a cable including a wire made of a precursor alloy to a 
superelastic material. The specification clarifies that an advantage of the material is that it does not require heat treatment and that it is 
formed "easily by mechanically bending the precursor alloy wire beyond its yield point and into shape. Sophisticated heat treatments are 
thus unnecessary in the manufacture of the inventive device." See, specification, col. 4, lines 1 9-28. It is further noted that each of the 
patents and the present application share the same specification. Forming wire by bending it beyond its yield point and into shape absent 
heat treatment is cold working. Therefore, there is no substantive difference between the claims. The rejections stand. Applicant is 
advised to resubmit the terminal disclaimers with the correct application serial number. 
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
